Program ranks completed, 
results disappoint some

Foreign language, communication stud 
ies, public administration and fire sence 
were among the programs to be ranked 
low pnority by the schools of Arts and 
Sciences and Business Administration in 
their completed program pnority docu 
ments. 

“In some cases programs were disap 
pointed with their rankings,” said Nick 
Burnett, chair of the pr. onty planning com 
mittee for the School of Arts and Sciences 
“But the process was as fair and thorough 
as possible.” 

Rather than listing the programs in a 
high, medium and low pnority status, Arts 
and Sciences ranked their programs in 
four categones of quality and four catego- 


nes of the size and scope of the program in 
relation to the budget. At the top of the 
chart are the master’s programs in history 
and public policy and administration and 
the public history program 

Programs that will be cut first in the 
event of another state budget cut are the 
bachelor’s degrees in media and organized 
communication concentrations in commu 
nication studies, aquatic concentration in 
biology and gerontology; the master’s pro 
grams in French, German, sociology, 
graduate libera! arts, music and theatre 
arts; the Itahan and Portuguese minors, 
linguistics; the master’s program in the 
certificate in behavior modifications tn psy 
chology and the master’s and bacheior’s

Bike theft is on the nse at CSUS, and 
preventing itis a growing concern for stu 


dents and campus personnel 


According to CSUScnme statistics com- 


piled by campus police Investigator John 
Hamnck, the number of reported bicycle 
thefts increased from 73 in 1990 to 1151n 
1991. Through September of this year, 58 


bicycles have been stolen 
“The best way, penod (to pre 
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cycle theft),” said Greg Revelez, a dis 
patcher at Public Safety, “1s to use one ol 
those U-lock, Kryptonite locks and to make 
sure it’s attached to the frame.”

Student insight not a big factor in ranking of programs

Students had virtually no say 
in the drafting of Instructional 
Program Prnontes for the five 
schools of the University——pnon 
ties that may determine which 
programs and majors will be re 
duced or phased out if funding 
becomes scarce 

There was almost no student 
involvementin the evaluation pro 
cess, exceptat the School of Engr 
neering and Computer Science, 
where students partcipated on 
the Academic Counal, according 
to Donald Gillot, dean of the 
School of Engineering and Com- 
puter Saence 

“Students have not tradition 
ally made decisions concerning 
curriculum,” said Dr. Mary 
Burger, vice president of Aca- 
demic Affairs. “It would be up to 
each department whether or not 
they want students on their com 
muittees.” 

“President (Donald Gerth) and 
| have made a commitment to 
preserve human resources and 
not to eliminate programs,” 
Burger said. “The policy, if i 
comes to that, is that decisions

Lyust vot this bike from a fnend, 
and ‘how much is it worth?’,” said Retlly 

Reilly said the cost of a seat post at the 
CSUS bike shop ts $15.95 while a seat can 
run from S12 to $25 

An entre front wheel can cost S20 to 
$44, but if it’s a rear wheel there’s the 
additional $23 expense for a sprocket 

Students get 10% off anything in the 
bicycle shop except bike labor, said Reilly 

“Usually when people get ther stuff 
npped off we'll do it for free,” said Reilly,

but this tends to hide the prob- 
lem and make it worse. 

As for coping with the stress 
of finals, Dillon recommends 
doing a breathing and mind 
EXETCISC. 

This technique involves 
deep breathing and the 
repetitional thinking of, “My 
nght hand is getting warm and 
heavy,” and then changing fo 
custo the other hand and ever 
tually all the way down to the 
feet 

“If you really try this, and 
learn to do it, it is a very good 
stress reducer,” Dillon added . 

The key is to learn it, Dillon 
said. “It's worthlessifyou don't 
learn it, kind of like having a 
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flat spare tire.” 

Dillon also recommends 
naps as a stress remedy but 
too much sleep may mterrupt 
a regular sleep pattern and 
cause even more stress, 

In addition, caffeine is not 
recommended since it could 
c use insomnia. 

In the Jong term Dillon rec- 
ommends exercise, eating 
nght, and stress management 
skills. 

“Students can also come 
into the second floor of the 
Health Center and talk to a 
counselor and maybe sign up 
for a stress anxiety program,” 
Dillon said. 

As for Gorman, she recor: 
mends exercising along with a 
healthy dose of chocolate chip 
cookie dough to combat the 
presaures.

Brown re-elected 
Speaker, Assembly 
members sworn in 


2/7 new members to begin session

Ihe Califorma Assembly wel 
comed 27 new members yester 
day in a swearing-in ceremony at 
the Capitol, representing the 
largest new crop of legislators to 
the body in more than 25 years 

Wilhe Brown, D-San Francisco, 
was elected Speaker of the As 
sembly for the seventh consecu 
tive term. The Speaker was 
nominated by the Democrats, who 
hold 4 47-32 majority in the As 
sembly 

There is one vacant seat, due 
to the resignation of Fresno 
Democrat Bruce Bronzan in No 
vember. That seat will most likely 
be filled by a special election in 
the spring 

Thirteen of the new members 
were Republicans, including Larry 
Bowler, whose district inchides 
the CSUS campus. Second term 
Assemblyman BT. Collins, R 
Roseville, also went through the 
opening day ceremonies for the 
first time, having won his seatina 
special elecuon in September 
1991 

“| wasn't impressed,” he said, 
“I get a litthe ured of all the hy 
poensy and phony speeches. | 
know those guys.” 

Although the swearing-in took 
place yesterday, and some mem 
bers will be attending vanous 
seminars in the Capitol today, the 
Assembly will not start meeung 
fulktume until Jan. 4. Gov. Pete 


Wilson is expected to present his 
state budget proposal in January 

Because of the problems be 
tween the governor and the As 
sembly during the last session, 
when they didn't pass a budget 
unti] Aug. 31, Assembly members 
agree that the budget is the top 
pnonty faang them as soon as 
they come back 

Between the repeal of the 
snack tax and the multipher effect 
that Collins feels will occur due to 
the closing down of military bases 
in Califortua, he is expecting an 
other battle to take place in pass 
ing the budget 

“I'm not voting for any new 
taxes, I'll tell you that,” Collins 
said 

Rick Battson, spokesman for 
Assemblyman lul Isenberg, D 
Sacramento, said Isenberg would 
hold comment on the budget 
situation until it is unveiled in 
January, but that the “bhue-hne” 
approach to budgeting is becom 
ing increasingly ineffective, and 
that “Wilson will have to change 
the way California budgets.” 

Bowler was unavailable for 
comment 

Marguente Archie Hudson, D 
Los Angeles, will be taking over 
the post as Chairwoman of the 
Assembly Committee on Higher 
Education from Tom Hayden 
who successfully ran forthe State 
Senate in November 

Archie Hudson, who won her 
South Central Los Angeles dis 








tnctin November with a landslide 
93 percent of the vote, under 
scored the need for both political 
parties to come to an under 
standing regarding the economic 
effect of education 

“The most important thing ts 
to make a case for higher educa 
tion as an economic benefit,” sad 
Archie Hudson. “We need to work 
hard to stem any further erosion 
of higher education. Education ts 
the major tool of investment 

“We need to stop the phony 
partisan bickenng and focus on 
education as a way to fire up the 
economy,” she said 

“We need to reaffinn the goals 
of the charter, and reorganize to 
faciitate the availability of higher 
education so that iis accessibk 
toeveryone,” Archie Hudson said 
“This way we can train a compe 
tent, educated work force.”

China expects Clinton to change U.S. position on arms 


WASHINGTON (AP) — China ts en 


puter might have military uses 


Commerce Secretary Barbara Franklin had 





gaging ina flurry ofarms dealing, apparently 
fearing that the incoming Clinton adminis 
tration will try to take a harder line toward 
the lucrative weapons trade 

The arms activity with China at the 
hub --- involves Russia, Libya, Syna, [ran 
and Pakistan, and deals for missile and 
other weapons technology, government 
sources said 

“It’s like the end of a fireworks show 
They're throwing everything up there,” 
said one official, speaking only on condition 
ot anonymuly 

The arms deals have left U.S. national 
security policymaers wary of a proposed 
sale of a Cray supercomputer to Beying 

The computer would be more than one 
hundred times faster than the most power 
ful computer the Chinese now have 

On Friday, top Bush administration of 
ficials postponed a decision on whether to 
go ahead with the sale while they consider 
the weapons activity and whether the com 


One official said it appears that Beying 
believes the incoming Clinton administra 
tion will take a far harder line toward tts 
arms exports, and ts trying to do as much 
business as possible before the new ad 
ministrauion takes over in January 

As endence, the official ated the recent 
Chinese shipment of two dozen M-11 
missiles to Pakistan. The missiles were 
shipped through a port which the Chinese 
know is watched by U.S. intelligence 

“That's got to mean they don't think we 
care,” the official said. “They're trying to 
get tus done before Clinton comes 1 

China is buying weaponry from Russia, 
whose own arms industry is suffenng a 
depression as the government dramatically 
cuts its military strength, and reexporting 
it to other countries, the official said 

“There is an explosion of deals in the 
making, and the Chinese are clearly No. ; 
in the middle of it,” said one source 

On the proposed U.S. computer sale, 


planned to announce a decision during a 
inp to Being 10 days from now. The 
computer is intended for weather fore 
casting, andisto be kept under tyzht secunty 
to make sure it ts not put to other purposes 

One congressional source said the high 
speed computer could be used to help 
China enhance its targeting of missiles, or 
to modernize its nuclear weapons guidance 
systems. “Nobody beleves this kind of 
thing could be secure,” he said 

In Fnday’s meeting, officials from 
Commerce and the State Department ar 
yued for the sale, while the Pentagon, the 
CLA, and the Arms Control and Disarma 
ment Agency opposed it 

Sen. Jesse Helms of North Carolina, the 
senior Republican on the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, dashed offa letter to 
President Bush to complain about the con 
templated sale 

Helms reminded Bush that the Chinese 
had promised a year ago to curtail their 


mussile exports, in line with the interna 
tonal Missile Pechnology Control Regime, 
inreturn for access to US. made satellites 
and supercomputers 

The shipment of intermediaie-range 
M-11 missiles to Pakistan amounts to “a 
flagrant violation” of that promise, Helms 
wrote. Lo approve the computer sale would 
undermine US. efforts to curb the prolif 
eration of missiles and nuclear weapons 
technology, he said 

China also has been the most reluctant 
of the Permanent Five members of the 
U.N. Security Council to conclude an 
agreement restraining “destabilizing” 
arms transfers and technology that could 
be used in chemical, biological and nuclear 
weapons and missiles 

The other four nations — the United 
States, Great Britain, France and Russia 

had planned to meet in Moscow this 
month. But China has announced it would 
withhold its participation due to anger 
with the Bush administration

Doolitwe is an opponent of the liberal tax and spend ideology, 
abortion, pornography, declining social standards, gun control 
and gay nghts. He supports the widespread testing of AIDS 
and maintaining strict confidentiality for those diagnosed with 
the virus. Doolittle has been a part of several controversial! 
campaigns, one of the most notable was his 1990 television ad 
calling for a constitutional ban on flag-burning. Doolittle also 
has spoken out in favor of the death penalty, nuclear power, 
offshore oil dniling and construction of the Auburn dam 
Doolittle was again engulfed in controversy during the Persian 
Gulf War when he voted yes to authorize war on Iraq and 1t 
became known that he took a student and religious deferments 
from the Vietnam war. His biggest opponent in 1990 was 
Democrat Patniaa Malberg, who he defeated by a slim margin 
She challenged him again in November, but again he defeated 
her 


Future in Politics: He was just elected to his second term in 
the House of Representatives. He has had two tough cam 
paigns against Malberg, but to his advantage he has a fairly 
strong Republican distnct. He is a young politician and is 
popular within the Republican Party. He will most likely con 
tinue in public office °

baseball's color barner, the city of Cinain 
nati finds itself in the unenviable position of 
housing a Reds team with possibly the 
most racist hiring practices in major league 
sports 

And now baseball is going way out ona 
limb and “looking into” the hinng practices 
of Marge Schott, the club’s owner and 
director of bigotry, in an effort to discover 
whether or not she truly does discnm 
inate 

But Schott’s actions as owner of the 
Reds are enough to justify removing her 
from baseball 

¢ Schott has admitted to occasionally 
using racial slurs when refernng to blacks 
or Jewish people 

¢ Former Reds executive Roger 
Blaemire said Schott’s racist remarks werso 
frequent they became e common knowl 
edge in both the Reds and the baseball 
community 

¢ Of the 45 front-office personnel Schott 
has on staff, one is black 

¢ A former employee of Schott, who 1s 
Jewish, claims to have found an armband 
with a swastika on it in her home 

¢ Unnamed sources claim Schott once 
refe cred to former Reds stars Dave Parker 
and Enc Davis as“million-dollar niggers” 

¢ That same Enc Davis was left forgotten 
ina Bay Area hospital after an injury sus 
tained in game 4 of the Reds sweep of the 
A’s in the 1990 World Senes. Schott never 
called. and Davis even had to pay his way 
back to Cincinnati one week later 

The list of common knowkedge goes on 
and on, and that does not even touch on 
what goes on behind closed doors But 
that’s irrelevant. Baseball can justify any 
disciplinary acon against Schott by aung 
her past actions, yet they have failed to do 
sO 

In all likelihood, a fine and even a sus 
pension will take place. But that is not 
enough 

Baseball needs to nd itself of the tumor 
it has in Cincinnati. Some argue the league 
can't force her to sell personal property, 
but there’s no question she can be banned 
for life 

Our national pastime has come a long 
way since the days of @ separate league for 
blacks, or in more recent memory the 
death threats madeagainst Hank Aaron as 
he approached Babe Ruth’s home run 
record 

Cito Gaston has guided the Blue Jays to 
a world title.

The Library has lost more than 20 per 
cent of its personnel and operating budget 
in the past three years. In 1992-93 alone the 
cut was almost 9 percent. 

The library has not made one hire in the 
past two years. The library has lost 31 
percent of its fulltime faculty in the past 
three year., Overall, the number of employ 
ees has dropped from 90 to 70 al a ime 
when we added 40 percent to the space in

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Obscenity is obscene 


First, the very definition of ob 
scenity is contrary to the purpose of 
the First Amendment, which is to 
prevent the majonty from silencing 
the minority. In Miller v. California, 
the Supreme Court defined obscen 
ity as material that theaverage person, 
applying contemporary community 
standards, would find to appeal to the 
prunent interest, to be patently of 
fensive, and, taken asa whole, to lack 
senous literary, artistic, political or 
scientific value 

So obscenity is not an objective 
term, like child pornography (mate 
nal that visually depicts sexual con 
duct by children) ordefamnation (false 
speech thal injures reputation), or 
any other type of speech with less 
‘han full First Amendment protection 
Its speech that amajonty ofa particu 
lar geographic area subjectively finds 
offensive. The Supreme Court has 
given the majonty the powerto decade 
that particular instances of speech 
are not covered by the provision of 
the Constitution designed to prevent 
the majonty from banning particular 
instances of speech 

Second, all other types of speech 
with less than full First Amendment 
protection have something in com 
mon that obsoenity does not share 
They can directly inuureothers, which 
is Why they have less (han full protec 
Gon. The point is notjust that obscenity 
cannot cause concrete harm, it is that 
the government need noleven alleye 
that it is harmful in order to ban it. A 
legislature need only conclude that 
banning it protects “the social inter 
est in order and morality.” In other 
words, if is free lo act solely on 
prequdiceand prudery. Obscenity kaw 
iS unique in Chis respect 

Third, “community standards,” 
which determines the first and sex 
ond prongs of the Miller test, are 
impossible to know, nolonly because 
they shift, but because the Supreme 
Court has never determined whai a 
comumunity is. It has said lithe more 
than that it is not any “precise geo 
graphic area” 

Therefore,and hereobscenily law 
iS unique in criminal law, defendants 
are given Virtually no notice of when 
they violate the law. Justice Potter 
Stewart said “] know it when | see it,” 
but this does not helppublishers, and 
not merely because Justice Stewart 
isdead. Apublishercan goto jailorbe 
forced out of business for offending 
one smal] community, of whose ex 
istence he or she may have been 
unaware al the time the publication 
was distnbuted. In a sense, he pub 
lisher had to have been unaware of 
theocommunily’sexistence at the time 

he publication was distnibuted, be 
Cause (he community relevant to his 
case would have been defined only 
when the jury decided the question, 
if it did so af all 

If the existence of obseenity law 
were excusable af all, it would be 
excusableonly ifit were firs( required

The court said that 
a publication was not obscene if it 
“provoked only normal, healthy 
sexual desires:” to be obscene it must 
appeal to “a shameful or morbid in 
terest in nudity, sex or excrevon.” 
People actually yo to jail on the basis 
of the distinction between normal 
and healthy, as opposed to shameful 
or morbid, sexual desires. The court 
of Course has provided no guidance 
as to which particular desires fall into 
whi h category 
Fifth, as Kathleen M. Sullivan of 
the Harvard Law School observed in 
“The first two 
parts of the Miller test are incoher 


the New Republi 


ent to put it crudely, they require the 
audience to be tured on and grossed 
out at the same tune.” A community 
is not likely to have its prunent in 
terests appealed to and be patently 
offended by the same publication 

Finally, as for the third prong of 
the Miler test, the Supreme Court 
has said that “the proper inquiry is 
not whether an ordinary member of 
any given community would find se 
nous literary, artusuc, political or sc 
entific value in allegedly obscene 
matenal, but whether a reasonable 
person would find such value in the 
nmuatenal, laken as a whole.”

When the highest court in the 
land ruled in 1989 that burning an 
American flag as a form of poliu 
cal expression by an Amencan 
would have to be allowed under 
our Constitution because of the 
First Amendment, many Amen 
cans and perhaps even a majority 
of them were aghast, and some 
hotheads were determined to do 
something about that ruling 

It seemed for a_ while 
superpatnousm was going to take 
over the country, as it has in the 
past, but common sense and a 
better understanding of what 1s 
meant by free speech gained on 
the flagwavers with the passage 
of ume. | am sure the Supreme 
Court knew that its niing would 
be unpopular, but it did the job it 
iS supposed to do and it did it 


again when it ruled against “flag 
protection” legislation passed not 
long afterward 

For the second time itaffirmed 
that a symbol is not more impor 
tant than the nghts it is meant to 
symbolize. Only an amendment 
to the Constitution could reverse 
that pnonty and “save the flag,” 
and | considered it almost a ca 
lamity that President Bush, who 
used the flag to get elected in 
198K, used it again in 1990 and 
once again in this election year for 
a partisan pohtcal purpose

during the Desert Shield and 
Desert Storm operations. Is this 
the only country in the world 
where one can say what one 
thinks, without thinking? 

| for one would never burn or 
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desecrate a nation’s flag to make 
a statement, not even the flag of 
an “enemy” nation. After all, flags 
never hurt anyone; only the people 
who wave them do. That is why 
we have our stinking wars in the 
first place, including our good 
wars. 

Frankly, if I have to live under 
a national banner instead of one 
that is a symbol for all of human 
kind, the banner is less important 
than whether or not justice and 
sanity prevail in the land ove: 
which it waves 

| recall an incident in Phoeni 
dunng the post McCarthy penod 
worth mentioning 

A group of us, mostly Unitar 
iansand Quakers, were attending 
a meeung sponsored by the 
United World Federalists in re 
sponse to the arms race that vas 
as we saw it, a threat to all life on 
earth. Outside on the street in 
front of the building some “patn 
ots” were expressing their oppo 
sition to the conceptof“one-world 
government.” 

Did they do this by burning in 
public the United Nations ban 
ner? They did far worse than that 
With as much display as possible 
they used a very large UN flag to 
wipe their feet on and to spit on, 
and I saw one man use it to polish 
his shoes. Had it not been for laws 
against public indecency they 
would have used it as a toilet and 
to wipe themselves. 

Why was this expression of 
contempt more acceptable than 
the torching of an American flag 
would have been?

Each semester the humanities department 
schedules approxamately half of its offenngs to

amuse myself. Kind oflike singing in your car... youdo it mostly 
to entertain yourself, but occasionally someone drives, takes a 
look inside, and gets a good laugh from you. 

The general process of producing a comic strip went some 
thing like this: 1) Put it off until the night before deadline. 2) 
Spend four hours casually trying to come up with an idea. 3) 
Spend another two hours panicking and trying to come upwith 
an idea. 4) Quit to do other homework. 5) Lie down in bed 
trying to come up with an idea. 6) Draw best idea so far at about 
ten o'clock.

anyone can read it. 13) Feel relieved until the night before the next deadline. 
Overall I'd have to say doing the comic strip has been an excellent expenence... but that's 
overall. Specifically speaking the deadlines 
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from struggling day after day with some 
aspect of the stnp - for no money and no 
credit - that I'd decide it wasn't worth the 
hassle. I'd tell myself “this is bull, no one 
reads Uhis, it ain't worth it... next semester 
I'm quitting.” Sure enough come next se 
mester | was nyht back in the funny pages 
again, bitching and swearing about that se 
mester, Allittook was one person to say they 
liked such and such a stip because it was 
funny or they could relate to it or even the 
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simple fact that | knew they read it was 
enough to make itallworthit. After even one 
commentit was like the incredible high that 
keeps you from quitting a bad addiction.

Never fear, green-lovers — these Xmas farms are environmentally safe 


MOSCOW, Idaho (AP) 
Under a clear blue sky, just a 
few miles from Santa, Idaho, a 
lone worker carefully cuts 
small, marked trees. The trees 
will be sold in a couple of days 
by Hash Tree Co. of Pnnceton 
Idaho — one of 200 or so Idaho 
Chnistnas tree growers 

Hash’s “native” trees, 
thinned from Idaho forests to 
give bigver treesroom to grow, 
are only a tiny part of the firm's 
total production. For Hash and 
most other Christmas tree 
producers, native trees are just 
a snowflake in a bhzzard of 
plantation trees 

But they may have put a 
chill on sales of live Christ 
mas trees. Some growers are 
convinced that more and more 
consumers have switched to 
artificial trees, in part because 
of growing environmental 
concems 

According to the National

“A lot of people think that 
we're pilfering the forest,” said 
Dave Hash, owner of Hash Tree 
Co 

That’samisconcepuon, says 
Danny Bamey, supenntendent 
of the University of Idaho's 
Sandpoint Research and Exten 
sion Center. He says some 
people beheve that all hve trees 
are “npped trom the woods.” 

“They don’t know that 
Chnstnas trees are grown on 
farms lke wheat or cotton or 
any other crop.” 

Competton from artificial 
trees is one of the top problems 
faced by Chnsimas tree grow 
ers. Another is oversupply 

“There are a lot of trees out 
there at this ume,” said David

jenkins, president of the Inland 
Empire Chnstmas Tree Associa 
tion. “Itas ght. Pnees are down a 
bit to the grower.” 

“But most ot the trees in our area 
are being sold,” he added 

Nearly 36 millon Chnstmas 
treesare grown in the United States 
Hash estumates that only about 
150,000 valued at about $2.5 milhon 
come from Idaho growers 

But producers say what Idaho 
trees lack in quantity they make up 
in quality 

Idaho grown trees can take 
freezing weather without losing 
needles ike less hardy coastal trees, 
they say 

And, although Oregon, Michi 
gan and Wisconsin trees sparkle 
in far more homes over the holi 
days than do Idaho trees, Idaho 
trees reach the high end of the 
market 

“West ofthe Cascades they grow 
tens of thousands of Chnstmas 
trees, as far as youcan see,” Barney

said. Most of them are Dou 
las fir 

“We can't grow Douglas 
fir here so we've concentrated 
on Scowh Pine, Grand Fir and 
Concolor Fir,” Bamey said. 

Hash descnbes the Idaho 
Grand Fir as highly sought af 
ter in the industry because 
Idaho's deep loam soils give 
the tree better shape, form and 
durability 

“But it takes us one to 
three years longer to produce 
a marketable tree than the 
restofthe Northwest,” he said, 
“and Inland trees sell for 
more.” 

The bulk of Idaho's trees 
are grown in the northern 
counties and shipped to neigh 
boring Rocky Mountain states, 
some as far north as Alaska 
But most Idaho growers pro- 
duce smaller numbers of 
Chnstmas trees sold locally, of 
tenaschoose-and-cut operations.
